New Laws On 
Absentee Voting 


Numerous changes in the legal 
requirements for absentee voting 
have been noted by Town Clerk 
Irving O, Piper, 


Most obvious of the changes is 
a new requirement that all ab- 
sentee ballots will be counted in

close, instead of at the various 
precincts, 
A separate ballot box will be

Mr, Piper said changes in the 
law came as a result of the last 
state election, when the handling 
of absentee ballots became a factor 
in the close election results, 

Among other changes, all re- 
quests for absentee ballots must 
be in writing, and arrive by mail, 
hey will no longer be given out 
over the counter, except for those

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS | 


Comparison Available 


In the news columns of this newspaper today may be 
found a re-print of the nine reasons for adoption of the 
town manager form of government. They were listed by 
the committee which originally studied the municipal 


structure, 


And to a large degree, it is possible to measure the 
effectiveness of the manager form as we know it now, by 
comparing the results with the claims made for it. 

All townspeople should take an active interest in their 
government; they should make a real effort to know what 
the manager charter says, and gain as much insight as 
possible into how the charter is being operated. 

If the current study of the town charter and how it is 
functioning does nothing else, it should make our citizens 
more aware of their government, its strong and its weak 
points. If this is the only accomplishment, it will be 


worth the time spent by the committee. 


Move The Mowers 


When the Jackson School was endangered by fire in a 


box of athletic equipment over a week ago, it was brought 


to our attention that lawn mowers are stored in the area, 


part of the school itself. And they, of course, have gaso- 


line in the tanks. 


It seems to us that such a practice is one that begs 


for eventual trouble. 


The room where the equipment is stored may be the 


handiest place to put this equipment, but the presence of 


gasoline tanks within the building can not help but be 


dangerous. 


It would seem to be a reasonable precaution to put all 


possible sources of fire or explosion somewhere else than 


in an old school building. 


Radios Valuable Asset 


The need for radios in highway department trucks was 
once again apparent Monday night, when many of that 
department’s vehicles were in use as a result of the 


heavy rain. 


As conditions exist now, once a truck leaves the town 
yard, there is no communication unless someone goes 
looking for the vehicle, or word is relayed through the 
police department and its cruisers. 

Thus, if word is received that a truck is needed in a 
location other than the one it was sent to, there can be a 
considerable delay in performing the required work. This 
is also true during the winter, when it is often necessary 
to communicate with the driver of a snow plow. 

The present plan is to gradually equip the trucks with 
radios. The base station is in, and units are being used 
in the town manager’s car, and the automobiles driven by 
the superintendent of highways and the superintendent of 


the water and sewer departments. 


There should be no delay in acquiring additional mobile 


units, so that the emergency efforts of town crews can be 


coordinated and directed with greater efficiency. 


The cost of the units is small compared to the service 


they can render to the town.

What Our 
Readers Say— 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

‘*Democracy is the most effective 
method known for giving people 
the kind of government they de- 
serve.”” 

‘Accordingly, it is not only our 
right, but our obligation to judge, 
direct and correct the actions of 
our elected and appointed officials, 
Therefore, all Andover citizens 
should welcome the opportunity to 
propose suggestions to correct 
situations which have proved to be 
short of the things promised under 
the Charter plan, 

*‘Some modifications are needed 
to add to the structure where it 
has become apparent parts are 
missing, Others are needed to en- 
courage officials and employees 
to fulfill duties now only implied 
by the Charter, 

**Specific tests for proposed cor- 
rections might include the fol- 
lowing: 

*", The most effective way to 
establish any program is to fin- 
ance it with tax money, 

**9, Being under Liberty, An- 
dover, like the state and Federal 
government, is limited to con= 
trolling the effects of politics 
rather than removing politics. 

**3. At best, policy making and 
policy administration are difficult 
to separate, 

‘*4. That situation is worse where 
a professional manager in the 
realm of politics shares respon= 
sibility with those whose qualifica~ 
tions as political policy makers 
are largely a promise. 

‘5. The town manager plan is 
presumed to eliminate the ‘...dan- 
gerous union of administrative and 
policy-making functions,’ How- 
ever, the town managers’ Code of 
Ethics, Article 4 and 5, imply 
that policy making rests largely 
upon information presented to the 
Selectmen by the manager, hence 
it becomes the manager who de- 
termines the policy the selectmen 
espouse for the town. 

**6, Andover is pervaded by sin- 
gle party politics, 

**7, Andover’s political power 
is dominated by economic power. 

**8, The presupposition that town 
manager government will elimin- 
ate politics from government ad- 
ministration remains, at best, 
largely a hope, 

**9, School policy should result 
in thorough study and knowledge 
of Andover politics by all grad- 
uating students, that being the prin- 
cipal reason for the existence of 
the school, 

“Using the foregoing ‘bench- 
marks’, we should be able to 
re-establish a government in our 
town which is competent, econom= 
ical and open to the citizens for 
their daily inspection, Our schools 
should also turn out citizens cap- 
able of meeting a professional 
manager at arms length,”’
